Cop cleared in accidental shooting probe 


No criminal charges to be filed against Officer Danielle Petrangelo

AGAWAM — The police of- 
ficer involved in the accidental 
shooting of a 21-year-old Aga- 
wam resident in May was cleared 
by Hampden District Attorney 
Mark G. Mastroianni last week. 

According to a statement is- 
sued Sept. 14, Mastroianni said 
he did not find sufficient evidence 
to proceed with charges against 
Agawam Police Officer Danielle 
Petrangelo, who shot Elizabeth 


Manor apartment resident Brit- 
teney Miles while responding to 
a disturbance during the early- 
morning hours of May 5. 

“I do find that from the officers’ 
perspective it was an active crime 
scene with suspected felony relat- 
ed conduct still occurring,’ Mas- 
troianni wrote. “Additionally, I do 
find the decision of both officers 
to draw their service weapons, 
soon after they arrived and evalu- 
ated the scene, was reasonable 
under the circumstances.” 

Petrangelo, an 11-year veteran 


Agawam on alert 
West Nile Virus threat ‘high’

AGAWAM — Local health offi- 
cials have confirmed that the threat 
level for the West Nile Virus was 
raised to “high” in Agawam and 
other Hampden County towns last 
week after a 14th case of West Nile 
Virus was discovered in Hampden 
County. 

West Nile Virus (WNV) is a 
mosquito-carried virus that can 
cause illness ranging from a mild 
fever to more serious disease like 
encephalitis or meningitis. It was 
first identified in the United States 
in 1999, according to the state De- 
partment of Public Health website. 

In a statement released Sept. 13, 
health officials said the Hampden 
County resident — who is in his 50s 


— was hospitalized for West Nile 
Virus (WNY) last week but has 
since been discharged. Based on 
that finding, the WNV threat level 
was raised to “high” in Agawam, 
Easthampton, Hadley, Northamp- 
ton, Southampton and Westfield. 
Many other Western Massachu- 
setts cities and towns are on “‘mod- 
erate” or “high” alert for eastern 
equine encephalitis (EEE), a rare 
but serious disease caused by a vi- 
rus, usually spread through the bite 
of an infected mosquito. The state 
Department of Public Health last 
week announced that there were 
four confirmed human cases of 
EEE in Massachusetts residents so 
far this year, including one case that 
resulted in the death of a Worcester 
County man in his 70s.

of the department, shot Miles in 
the jaw while she and fellow of- 
ficer Thomas Forgues were re- 
sponding to a domestic distur- 
bance call around 4:30 a.m. on 
May 5.

Maple St. They reported hearing 
yelling and breaking glass inside

YMCA reps tout benefit of Y Express 

If the efforts of the YMCA of Greater Springfield pay off, 
a Y Express storefront will open on Springfield Street in 
Agawam, hopefully by next spring. Representatives of the 
YMCA presented their ideas for the possible storefront to 
the Agawam City Council at its meeting Monday, Sept. 17. 

Kirk Smith, president and CEO of YMCA of Greater 
Springfield, told the council that the Y Express storefront 
would be similar to regular YMCA facility, but would not 
have a basketball gym or a pool, which would keep costs 
low and further the long-term sustainability of the facility. It 
would be roughly 8,500 square feet in size, Smith said. 

The timeframe for its opening depends on fundraising, 
said Smith, who estimated the YMCA has raised roughly 
$100,000 of its $500,000 goal so far. According to Smith, the 
YMCA hopes to have the funds raised by December so that 
building can start in January for a targeted grand opening in 
late May or early June. 

When asked by the council how the YMCA expects to 
raise the remainder of their goal, Smith said the organiza- 
tion has a three-tiered approach. The upper tier is for major 
potential contributors such as United Bank, Six Flags New 
England and Westfield Bank. 

“Were trying to keep the campaign concentrated in the 
Agawam and West Springfield communities,” Smith said. 

The second tier is a project committee of about two-dozen 
members who make a commitment to give pledges. Every 
potential donor has until December to make good on that 
pledge. 

The final tier is for smaller donations, he said. 

While a traditional YMCA has a basketball gymnasium, 
swimming pool, fitness center, youth and teen areas, group 
exercises and meeting rooms, a Y Express is more compact 
with special modifications that include a tech center and 
social area/cafe to target teens and seniors. The community 
space will be available for meetings and classes. 

Many of the city councilors were happy with the decision 
of the YMCA of Greater Springfield to target Agawam for a 
Y Express. 

“I think the Y coming to Agawam is a wonderful idea,’ 
said Councilor Gina M. Letellier, who is a member of the 
YMCA through the Livestrong cancer survivor program. 
She toured the Scantic Valley YMCA in Wilbraham in 2008 
when former Mayor Susan Dawson was looking at the pos- 


sibility of bringing a community center to the town. She said 
the facility, located at Post Office Park off Boston Road, has 
been an economic boon for the town. “If you want to know 
how a Y can boost business in the area... that plaza is con- 
stantly full.” 

Moore street discussion remains in park 

The city council tabled a discussion on a resolution re- 
questing the installation of “no parking” signs along Moore 
Street so that the community relations committee can rewrite 
the proposal originally presented by the engineering depart- 
ment. 

A workshop will be held Monday, Sept. 24. A time and 
location were not announced at presstime. 

Council accepts FD grant 

The city council unanimously voted to accept a $5,000 
grant from the state Department of Conservation and Rec- 
reation (DCR) for the Agawam Fire Department, to replace 
and purchase equipment to be utilized for wildland firefight- 
ing. 

The funds are to help mitigate potential wildfires that 
could be on the increase as a result of damage from the June 
1, 2011 tornado. 

Fire Chief Alan Sirois applied for — and received — the 
grant in the amount of $5,000 from the DCR to purchase 
updated wildland firefighting equipment for use on the de- 
partment’s brush truck. 


Management program 
slated for Silver Lake 


AGAWAM - Lycott Environmental, Inc. will con- 
duct an aquatic plant management program at Silver 
Lake Friday, Sept. 28. The use of the lake’s water 
will be restricted as follows:

Are you 
prepared? 


Re this week, severe storms hit West- 
ern Mass., in some cases knocking over 
trees and ripping down power lines. With 
those storms came the stark reminder that 
while we are aware of nature’s potential for 
danger, we are powerless to stop it. 

It is with this in mind that emergency 
management officials here in Agawam are 
urging residents to be prepared. 

Last year, we were besieged by Mother 
Nature — in June when the tornado rampaged 
on a 39-mile long path through the area, in 
August when Hurricane Irene let loose her 
winds on already fragile trees, and again in 
October when a freak snowstorm knocked 
out power to hundreds of thousands of resi- 
dents for over a week. 

This year, residents have kept wary eyes 
to the sky whenever the weather started to 
look threatening; severe thunderstorms and 
tornado watches have become an almost 
weekly occurrence for us. 

So what can we do to be prepared? 

First, make sure your food and water 
needs are met. Agawam Emergency Man- 
agement officials suggest keeping a three- 
day water supply on hand for when disaster 
strikes. They provide a link on the Agawam 
Emergency Management Facebook page to 
the Centers for Disease Control and Preven- 
tion (CDC) “Emergency Preparedness and 
Response” website as part of their efforts to 
educate the community about this being Na- 
tional Preparedness Month. 

The CDC website (http://emergency.cdc. 
gov/preparedness/) offers information about 
what you can do to better prepare for an 
emergency. 

First, make a plan and gather emergency 
supplies. According to the CDC and Ameri- 
can Red Cross, even though it is unlikely 
that an emergency would cut off food sup- 
plies for two weeks, people should consider 
maintaining a supply to last that long. You 
need not go out to buy foods to prepare an 
emergency food supply, however. Simply 
use the canned goods, dry mixes and other 
staples on your cupboard shelves. 


Also, having an ample supple of clean 
water is important in an emergency. A nor- 
mally active person needs to drink at least 
2 quarts (a half gallon) of water each day. 
Water will also be needed for food prepara- 
tion and hygiene so be sure to store an ad- 
ditional half-gallon per person, per day for 
those needs. 

Second, make a family disaster plan, in- 
cluding a communication plan and evacu- 
ation plan. Discuss with your family the 
types of disasters that are likely to happen 
and explain what to do in each case. Pick 
two places to meet in the event that disaster 
strikes: one right outside your home in case 
of a sudden emergency, like a fire; the other 


under 


outside your neighborhood in case you can’t 
return home. 

Third, be informed. Communicate with 
your local emergency management depart- 
ment to learn about local options like shel- 
ters and cooling places or visit the CDC and 
American Red Cross websites to learn more 
about emergency preparations.

his past July, Troop 77 from

the building as they approached, according 
to police reports. 

While attempting to enter the building, 
Petrangelo’s weapon discharged and struck 
Miles — who “indicated that she was hold- 
ing her daughter at the time of being shot” 
— in the chin, according to the district at- 
torney. Miles suffered a shattered jaw and 
underwent emergency surgery, said her at- 
torney, Frank E. Flannery, who has acted as 
her spokesperson. 

Flannery said Monday that he would be 
releasing a statement later this week. He 
declined to provide further comment on the 
decision at presstime. 

“Without question, Ms. Miles should 
not have been shot; however, the discharge 
of Officer Petrangelo’s gun was not inten- 
tional,’ Mastroianni said. “Based upon all 
the facts and circumstances known to me, 
I find there was an accidental firing of the 
weapon.” 

The gun — a .45 auto caliber Smith & 
Wesson M&P45 semi-automatic pistol 
— has since been examined and tested by 
Massachusetts State Police Ballistics Unit 
who found no malfunctions in the operat- 
ing mechanisms. 

“There is no ability to conclusively deter- 
mine how or why the weapon discharged, 
other than the conclusion of an acciden- 
tal trigger pull,’ Mastroianni stated. “The 
human factors attendant to the inherently 
dangerous circumstances of this police re- 
sponse likely caused the officer to become 
startled and/or incorrectly perceive the 
situation at the instant when enough pres- 
sure was applied to the weapon’s trigger to 
cause its firing.” 

He went on to write that the placement of 
her hand and location of her trigger finger 
on or near the trigger may assist in explain- 
ing what happened but, “would have no 
bearing on my conclusion that her conduct 
lacked the intentional recklessness to sup- 
port criminal charges.” 

The police had responded to the resi- 
dence after the department received a 9-1- 


1 call from Miles requesting “help” from 
police for “a man in the house,” the district 
attorney wrote. 

Earlier that evening, around 11 p.m., 
her boyfriend, David Kozak, left the apart- 
ment. He was intoxicated at the time, re- 
ports state. 

Miles stayed in the apartment alone with 
her two children, a 3-year-old and a 1-year 
old. Shortly after leaving, Kozek attempt- 
ed to get back into the apartment through 
a living room window, which resulted in 
the window’s glass breaking, according to 
Mastroianni. Miles ordered him to leave 
again and made arrangements for him to 
get picked up, but he returned around 4 
a.m. and tried to enter the apartment again, 
this time though a bedroom window. 

Miles was reportedly awakened by the 
sounds and went into the kitchen to call po- 
lice on her cell phone, which Kozak threw 
to the ground and broke. 

When the officers responded, they “ob- 
served one window to the basement apart- 
ment was open and one window was bro- 
ken out and shattered.” They also “reported 
sounds emanating from inside Ms. Miles’ 
apartment which suggested, to them, a vol- 
atile situation: ‘things being thrown around 
from inside the apartment;’ ‘the sound 
of someone or some person banging into 
things;’ ‘and a woman screaming. ” 

The officers’ version of events differs 
from the version of facts given by Miles 
and Kozak, however. 

“Their version describes the situation 
as having calmed down because Mr. Ko- 
zak had left out the back door to smoke 
a cigarette just before the police arrived,” 
Mastroianni stated, who went on to add 
that the factual inconsistencies “are of no 
consequence to my decision regarding the 
specific issue of criminal charges against 
Officer Petrangelo,’ who was ultimately 
cleared of wrong-doing by the district at- 
torney. 

“The police were acting appropriately in 
seeking to control and respond to the situ- 
ation they were confronted with,’ Mastroi- 
anni stated.

Unlike with EEE, the “high” designation for West Nile Vi- 
rus does not trigger a recommendation that the community 
cancel planned outdoor evening events, said state officials. 

“[The] announcement is yet another serious reminder that 
the threat of mosquito-borne illness is still with us, and will 
remain so until we see the first hard overnight frost,’ said De- 
partment of Public Health State Epidemiologist Dr. Al De- 
Maria. “People need to continue to use insect repellant, cover 
up exposed skin, and avoid being outdoors at dusk and after 
nightfall when mosquitoes are at their most active.” 

Agawam Public Health Nurse Sherry Petrucci urged resi- 
dents to avoid outdoor activities from dusk to dawn when the 
mosquitoes are out and to use mosquito repellent with DEET 
if unable to avoid being outdoors. 

If outside after dusk, she suggested wearing long sleeves 
and pants so as to minimize skin exposure. 

West Nile Virus-infected mosquitoes have been found in 
106 communities from nine counties so far this year, and 
health officials predict that the Commonwealth is on track to 
have the greatest number of WNV-positive mosquito pools 
since the virus was first seen in Massachusetts. 

Prior to last week’s announcement, there were 13 human 
cases of WNYV, one of which resulted in death. Last year, there 
were six cases of WNV in Massachusetts residents and one 
horse. 

While the virus can infect people of all ages, those over 50 are 
at higher risk for severe disease, according to the state health de- 
partment. Most people infected with WNV will have no symp- 
toms. When present, symptoms tend to include fever and flu-like 
illness. In rare cases, more severe illness can occur. 

So what does that mean for Agawam residents? 

Dr. Daniel Skiest, chief of the Infectious Disease Division 
at Baystate Medical Center in Springfield said the best de- 
fense against the virus is protection. He offered these tips: 

e Consider staying indoors around dawn and dusk when the 
chances of being bitten by a mosquito are greatest. 

e Wear long-sleeved shirts and pants when outdoors dur- 
ing the evening hours, and protect yourself by using an insect 
repellant containing DEET. 

e Because mosquitoes breed in stagnant water, it is espe- 
cially important to drain standing pools of water on your 
property, including water that accumulates in buckets, flower 
pots, pool covers, and even some birdbaths. 

e Repair any torn screens on your windows and doors to 
keep mosquitoes from entering your home.

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Choosing an 
effective repellent

Peak times for mosquitoes are from dusk to dawn. 
Use mosquito repellent any time you are outdoors, but 
especially during peak times. And remember, being 
outside even a short time can be long enough to get a 
mosquito bite. If weather permits, wear long-sleeves, 
long pants and socks. Use mosquito netting on baby 
carriages or play yards when your baby is outdoors. 

When choosing an insect repellent, look at the active 
ingredient on the product label. Repellents that contain 
DEET work very well against mosquitoes. In general, 
higher concentrations of DEET don’t work better, they 
simply last longer. You should use less than 30 percent 
DEET on kids and infants over 2 months of age. Don’t 
use any DEET on infants less than 2 months old. What- 
ever product you choose, be sure to read the label to 
see what the concentration of DEET is and how often it 
should be reapplied. 

There are some other products that are proven to be 
effective against mosquitoes. They are permethrin, pi- 
caridin or IR3535. A number of “natural” products are 
available for use as mosquito repellents, but tests show 
that most of these products do not provide the same lev- 
el of protection or work as long. The exception is oil of 
lemon eucalyptus, which provides as much protection 
as low concentrations of DEET.

Management team — father and son duo Chet 
and Mike Nicora as well as nearly a dozen 
volunteers — have worked hard to keep the 
community aware of emergency prepared- 
ness initiatives, especially this summer as 
severe weather threatened the area. 

The Agawam Emergency Management 
Facebook page is linked with its Twitter ac- 
count to provide relevant information in the 
event of an emergency. In the past month, 
the page has alerted residents to the threat of 
West Nile Virus and EEE in the area; issued 
various thunderstorm and tornado warnings 
as the weather got volatile; and warned resi- 
dents of downed power lines. 

Agawam Emergency Management has 
another way of communicating with resi- 
dents during an emergency. Formerly known 
as Connect-CTY, “Blackboard Connect’ de- 
livers targeted, time-sensitive information to 
the entire town, a portion of the town, or just 
the people who serve it. 

Chet and Mike Nicora and Mayor Richard 
A. Cohen, urge people to sign up for Black- 
board Connect so that they may be notified 
of emergencies that happen within the com- 
munity. According to Mike Nicora, the tech- 
nology has been used in the past for tornado 
updates, flooding advisories and more. 

A few years ago, a propane tank was leak- 
ing in a Feeding Hills neighborhood and 
residents within half a mile were alerted us- 
ing the Connect-CTY system, said Cohen. 
Most recently, residents were notified of the 
North Westfield Street closure due to road 
construction via the automated system. 

“Messages can be sent to as many or as 
few contacts as an individual has, depend- 
ing on what information they provide to us,” 
said Cohen. 

The Blackboard Connect link on the

Agawam Emergency Management website 
(http://www.agawamem.org/) allows regis- 
tration as either a resident or a business and 
accounts may be edited or deleted at any 
time. Residents signing up for Blackboard 
Connect will be asked to provide their first 
and last name, address, primary and second- 
ary email addresses, primary phone number 
and alternate phone number. Smart phone 
users can sign up to receive notifications on 
their devices, said Cohen. 

The service seemed extremely important 
to the Nicoras during the October snow- 
storm. 

“After the power outage, getting informa- 
tion to people seemed to be one of the most 
important things we could do,” Mike Nicora 
said. 

However, without power at the town hall 
building on Main Street, where the computer 
servers are located, Mike Nicora was unable 
to access the weather bureau for updates. 
Land-line phones were also non-operational 
during the storm, so town officials later put 
in a generator at town hall so that operations 
may continue smoothly if power goes out 
again. 

“We have a lot of redundancies in place 
to make sure we have as much normalcy as 
possible,’ Cohen said. 

He thanked the Nicoras and the 10 emer- 
gency management volunteers who work 
round the clock when disaster strikes, an- 
swering phones, monitoring radios, com- 
municating with Massachusetts Emergency 
Management Agency (MEMA). 

“If there was an emergency, there’s about 
10 different things that could be done simul- 
taneously,’ Chet Nicora said. 

For example, in addition to monitoring 
radios and communicating with emergency 
personnel during the October snowstorm, 


the emergency management department also 
assisted six wheelchair-bound residents who 
had no way to charge their chairs using a 
portable generator. 

The generator is part of the emergency 
management’s mobile unit which can be 
set up to be a command post if needed, said 
Chet Nicora. 

A lot of what is kept in the emergency 
management trailer was purchased with 
grant money, he said. 

“There isn’t a huge budget for emergency 
management, but there is funding out there,” 
Cohen added.

“Tve been balancing school work and ex- 
tra-curricular activities throughout my high 
school years. I consider myself a pro at bal- 
ancing all my commitments — and I’ve rarely 
failed. I can guarantee that the school com- 
mittee position will be no different, because 
I take my responsibilities seriously.

A passion for school life 

Barrows said he thrives on the work he 
does for students and the school. “School is 
my life, believe it or not,’ said the 17-year- 
old. “I love to be involved in the school pro- 
cess.

Each year a junior is chosen from among 
SAC members to serve in the nonvoting po- 
sition on the school committee during his 
or her senior year.

According to his mother, Barrows, who 
has two older brothers and a younger brother, 
had to “grow up fast” because of his father’s 
untimely death. 

“Tom was only 5 when his father died. 
His father’s death has made him sensitive to 
people’s feelings. It’s also made him realize 
that life isn’t always easy or fair — and that 
sometimes you have to stand up for yourself 
and for others,” said Sandra Barrows. 

She added that being raised by a single 
parent has made Barrows more protective of 
the people that he cares about in his home 
life. “Tom appreciates all that he has, but 
he’s also become an advocate for those who 
don’t.” 

To prepare for his new position, Barrows 
took time during the summer to review a 
packet of information about the school com- 
mittee and read up on issues and news he

may want to share with the committee. He 
also contacted the previous student represen- 
tative for advice. 


‘Straight from the students’ mouths’ 

Barrows said he “will paint the whole pic- 
ture” of what goes on in school with nothing 
held back. “I want to use my ideas and ex- 
periences to help students in my school,’ he 
said, adding, “I’m looking forward to shar- 
ing ideas I gain from my other activities to 
better help Agawam’s schools.” 

One of his goals as the student represen- 
tative is to help the committee gain a better 
understanding of school from the perspec- 
tive of its students. “The committee doesn’t 
always see the truth — not because anyone is 
not telling the truth, but because they don’t 
see it straight from students’ eyes.” 

He said reports the committee receives 
about students goes through so many differ- 
ent people that they can become distorted. 

“But if the committee hears it directly 
from me, there is no middle man. They get 
it straight from the students’ mouths; along 
with what they are hearing from others in the 
community.” 

Barrows added that he wants students to 
feel as though they do have a say in what 
goes on in their schools and their town. “I’m 
only one person, so I need the other students 
to tell me what they feel are the most press- 
ing issues in school and the community. 
They seem to appreciate the work that I do 
to represent them and it’s reassuring to know 
they are behind me every step of the way.” 

A willingness to listen, share 

AHS Principal Steve Lemanski said what 
stands out most about Barrows is his will- 
ingness to listen and to share his student per- 
spective in a professional manner. ““Tom’s 
been like this ever since our first meeting. 
He’s a good listener and formulates his 
thoughts by gathering facts before giving his 
opinions.” 

Serving on the SAC, Barrows said he and 
other student members “help make a bridge 
across the gorge” between adults/faculty/ 
administration. “We help Mr. Lemanski by 
supporting his ideas or helping him come 
up with reasonable solutions. We meet and 
discuss recent events that involve the school 
to share with our classmates. On top of it all, 
we help show the student side of situations, 
our reactions, how to connect with students, 
and how they might react.” 

Lemanski said he believes Barrows will 
do a good job representing students. “Tom 
has respect. I can trust him to tell me what’s

Sandra Barrows said her son has always 
been the type of person who cares about oth- 
ers and who wants to make sure that as many 
people as possible have a voice in their life.

“Tom tries to be fair in the way he deals with 
people in his life. He wants the same for 
himself and others he represents.” 

Barrows attended his first school commit- 
tee meeting on Sept. 11. He said members 
were not only friendly and welcoming, they 
acknowledged his opinions. “They allowed 
me to give my opinions and appreciated my 
thoughts on different subjects. I was very im- 
pressed by the atmosphere. Members where 
charming and encouraging off screen, but 
serious and intellectual when it came time to 
conduct the meeting.” 


All about helping others 

Sandra Barrows said she was not surprised 
that her son wanted to serve on the school 
committee. She said one of his longtime in- 
terests has been about the way government 
works and how policies are written and put 
into practice. 

“T m very proud of Tom for many reasons. 
His decision to become an active member 
in his school and his town is one of them,” 
she said. “I feel Tom will take a real inter- 
est in his job as student representative — and 
maybe it will lead to other pursuits in local 
or state government.” 

Will getting a taste of government on the 
school committee turn into future political 
ambitions down the road? “I have no idea,’ 
said Barrows. “If that’s where life leads me 
and I believe that I could help more than just 
me, then I might be more likely to run for 
an office.” 

What he’s certain of is that because he 
finds the brain so “fascinating,” he plans to 
attend Syracuse University to prepare for a 
career in psychology. 

“Out of all my friends, I’m the therapist. 
This is a running joke because that’s my in- 
tended career field. I want to make my life 
all about helping others. I listen to their 
problems to help them come up with a solu- 
tion to fix it.” 

For now, he’s looking forward to his du- 
ties on the school committee. It will give 
him more problem-solving experience, as 
well as offer more insights into how adults 
see things and how their thought processes 
work. “I love to sit, observe and help others 
through any particular obstacle.”

The interest in the Blasket Community 
by linguists and historians from around the 
world relates to the community’s ability to 
maintain the pure Irish language and culture 
even as the rest of Ireland was being influ- 
enced by British occupation. A museum has 
been built to preserve the Blasket way of life. 
Many items are preserved in the museum in- 
cluding a special paper written by Moore and 
displayed in the museum explaining why she 
was proud of her Irish heritage. 

Moore plans to pursue an advanced de- 
gree in education after which she would like 
to teach at the high school level.
